The Prohibition party has 
tickets in t went j-one states, the So- 
cialists in twenty-seven, the Indepen- 
dence party in twelve, the Socialist 
Labor in sir and Peoples or Populist

ments.

"Out of -_'7j.OUO children examined in 


the public schools of New York city 
more than Til per cent were found to 
be snfiering ftom some physical abnor- 
mality—all handicapped at the very 
beginning of their life struggle—anil 
uf these children nearly o,300nad heart 
disease in some form. There is a wide 
gulf between the three 'R's' which were 
taught in the country school fifty years 
ago and the extensive and overbur- 
dening system of education now placed 
before the children.

the thought that the ultimate measure 
of gain is the acquisition of the 'al- 
mighty dollar.'
